In the first j.lace, it is impossible for any sane, ed- 
ucated, aspiring man, such as Mr. Davis unquestion- 
ably is, to feel the sweeping contempt which he pro- 
f?; -es for the press. The thing is a pitiful affecta- 
tion. It Ls absurd to talk about it. He might as 
well proclaim his contempt for the air he breathes. 
The Ml who is above or below the influence of the 
prats h equally beyond the reach of public opinion. 
He can't despise lie one without being dead to the 
ctuer. Most certainly Mr. Davis is net such a man. 
But the affectation of a sentiment implies the reality 
<f its opposite. 

In the second plac;;, impertinent, elaborate, and 
vehement abuse is not tin language of contempt. 
On the contrary, it is highly expressive of mingled 
fear, hatred, and respect. Mr. Davis, accordingly, 
in undertaking to tell how much he despises the 
Xre3S, has succeeded only in telling how much he 
stands in dread of it. So far from cherishing any 
real contempt for the press, he 6hows that he doesn't 
even know what the feeling U. His arrogant vitu. 
peration seems to have arisen from the same feeling 
which prompts a timid boy to whistle on his noctur- 
nal walks.

la the third place, Mr. Davis is one of those 
pretty, swelling, declamatory sort of men to whom 
the applause of the press is exactly what the smiles 
of women are to the exquisites of society. Without 
of such applause his flickering name 
die out of the minds of men. The fires of 
Mr. Davis's mind, it is no treaaon to say, are not 
suSciently Promethean to defy the extinguishing 
force of the contempt he affects to cherish. Out 
side of his immediate constituency, he exists po- 
litically at the meicy of the press. As regards the 
country at large, the press hat only to be silent, 
and Mr. Davis will never again be heard of. Isn't 
it taxing the public risijilities very seriously for

Probably the true solution of this shabby fling is 
the absence of Mr. DavVs name from the newspa- 
pers lor the last six months. Stung to desperation 
by a neglect which he may as well consider a fore- 
taste of oblivion, he has possibly resolved to attract 
the notice of t be press even at the risk of excitin 
its scorn. If this was his motive, he is welcome, so 
far as we are uoncerned, to the success w hich has 
crowned hi* dashing expedient.

Thk BatMAMftt Ol'KR.VTIOXS AT SKBASTOI'OI 

Private advices received in New York city from 
Sevastopol by the last steamer confirm the repsrt 
thiit the "Boston Relief and Submarine Company" 
had, for the present, abandoned the attempt to raise 
the sunken vessels, which they sub-contracted to do 
in connection with the Philadelphia "Marine Ex- 
ploring Company," receiving one-third ti. the prof- 
its accruiug from the sale of the recovered materi- 
als, *uch as chains, anchors, guns, an l . rigging* 
The process by which this Boston Company proposed 
to do the work was by clearing away all the mova- 
ble iron, stopping up the hatchways, port holes, and 
all other apertures, and then rapidly pumping out 
the water through an immense pip", by a very pow- 
erful steam pump (Gwin's), until there should be a 
8ufiicicnt vacuum iu the bold to float the vessel. 
These operations were tried without success on one 
ship, the "Chesmcr," for a period of several 
months. Two gangs of divers were employed for a 
long time in making the necessary preparations 
under water — removing incumbrances, covering the 
hatches, the air ports, and the holes which were 
bored by the Russians to scuttle her. When it was 
n|fontl that the Chesmer had been made compar- 
atively air tight, two Gwin pumps were brought to 
bear, and succeeded in raising from 6,000 to 7,000 
gallons a minute: but all to no purpose, for the 
water flowed in as fast as it was pumped out. A 
subsequent examiuation disclosed the fact that the 
vessel had r.o water stops in the lower gun deck 
between her frames, and this was found to present 
an insuperable difficulty in the way cf further 
operations. Had those apertures been closed, it is 
not improbable that the water would have come in 
through o'.hers which had also escaped observation. 
The Company are still engaged in fishing up chains, 
anchors. &c., but it is not probable that they will 
resume work on the original plan, but, if they goon 
at all, will resort to blasting, and the removal of the 
fragments bv piecemeal. 

The Philadelphia Company have beer, devoting 
themselves thus far to preparations for vork— 
clearing the vessels of iron (fifteen have l&fm&J 
been cleared) and constructing enormous fbating 
hollow docks known as caissons, 50 by 40 feat cn 
the surface and 15 feet deep. These cnUsoiu are to 
be placed fo: e and aft of the sunken vessels, then to 
be filled with \\:>ter. and subm^r^ed till I'm tops 
!«irely float, alter w hich they will bs chained to the 
vessels, the water pumped out of the caissons, and 
it is expected that their increased buoyancy will 
then raise the vessels so that the latter can be towed 
i ito shallow water and grounded. This pre- in to- 
ry work has been geing on for about four mouths. 
The Company hore to be ready in the spring to 
iipply their ;ifting process, the principle of which 
•vas successfully tested in raising the ship Union, in 
the Delaware liver, last summer. The final opera- 
tions are necessarily postponed till spring, as the 
water during th ; winter is too cold to permit the 
divers to do their indispensable preliminary work.

Troops ror. Utah. — Orders have been received 
at the New York station to hurry up the recruiting 
business, cr.ii forward men as fast as possible for the 
Utah service. A detachment will probably be sent 
from New York in the course of the next fortnight; 
first to JerFerson B irracks, there to be drilled and 
got into lighting order, aad will thence be moved to 
Fort Leavenworth, w here they w ill lie added to the 
various regiments which will require filling up. 
The regiments specially detached by Lieutenant 
General Scott, wi'h the approbation of the War De- 
partment, to reinforce the army of Utah are the first 
regiment of cavalry, sixth and seventh regiments of 
infantry, the fourth regiment of artillery, and light 
companies A and M of the second artillery. The 
additional force m ill numlier over 2,700 men, which, 
with the (about) 2, WO already in the Territory, will 
make up an army large enough to bring the rel>ellious 
fanatics to terms. General Scott's orders direct that 
Forts Smith, Washita, Arbuckle, and Belknap shall 
be abandoned for the present, and that all the troops 
comprising the garrisons, excepting the ordnance 
sergeant*, shall at the earliest possible day proceed 
to Jefferson Barracks. The necessary preparations 
for the compaigii m ill l>e pushed forward with great 
vigor, and the movement into Utah will probably be 
made early in the spring. 

®-The U. S. Senate's Special Committee on the 
Pacific Railroad have had several conferences, and 
the prospect is that they will be able soon to unite 
upon a bill. The details have not been settled upon 
yet, but the general features of the plan likely to be 
adopted are as follow s: It is proposed not to give out 
a contract for the construction of the railroad, but 
to authorize liberal contracts for the transportation 
of mails and munitions of war between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific oceans, by railroad. 

It is also proposed to capitalize the entire sum of 
money which is agreed to be paid for transportation 
and to issue United States bonds — not exceeding 
$20,000,000— to he advanced to these contractors, to 
be returned by them in the transportation service 
contracted for. they, in the mean time, to secure the 
United States by a lien upon their road. 

With these bonds it is supposed the contractors 
can readily purchase their iron and the equipment 
of the road. In further aid of the enterprise it is 
proposed to make liberal grants of land in the Ter 
ritories, both ltonds and lands to be given, in small 
as the work progresses.

On the falls there were 
6 feet 4 ir.ches in the Kentucky pass and b% feet in 
the Indiana pass. The weather during the hut two 
days ha' l*en clear and cool. 

Steamboat E.plos'on and Loss oj Ufe. — On the 
9th, as the Post Boy, a steamboat engaged in the 
wood business, was getting up fteam preparatory to 
leiving her landing, opposite Jefferson City Stock 
Landing, near New Orleans, her three boilers ex- 
ploded, from want of water in them. Two firemen 
were killed on the spot; the two engineers were bad- 
ly scalded and bruised; the pilot was severely hurt, 
hi3 skull and right arm being fractured, and the 
cook, a negro boy, was, also badly scalded.

From Nicaragua— Details cf the Capture ff An— 
ders-m— Wj the Star of the Wejt, the N. Y. Times 
has the following letter: 

Asfinwall, Jan. 4. 

The most important news I have to communicate 
by this nnil, is the capture by Capt. S*nd . 
ef the United States steam-frigate Susquehanna, cf 
the balance of the tillibuster fore* under Col. Ander- 
son, and their arrival on the 30th ult., at this tort 
in the U. S. war-steamer Fulton, Capt. Alny. This 
was the party which ascended the Cokrado into the 
San Juan river, and took possession of Fort Castillo. 
Capt. Sands, in the capture of this force, went to a 
still further extreme ttian did Commodore Panhling 
iu landing on Punta Arenas. He a«cendtd the river 
San Juan into the interior cf a foreign nation. 

I will give you the tacts as I have them from a 
high orticial source. Nicaragua and Costa Rica, in 
view of their common danger, u is presumed, came 
to an understanding on their differences, and sent 
400 men to San Carlos at the entrance to the Lake, 
and 100 to Castillo. Anderson, fedOME himself closelv 
pressed and likely to be caught, h s stores being short, 
prepared the steamer Ogden, emlutrked his men on 
her, and then wrote to Capttain Sands, asking his 
views in regard to his surrender. Capt. Sands re- 
plied that he was ready to receive bim and his men 
if thev came and delivered up their arms. Subse- 
quently, Anderson burned ah the buildings about 
Castillo, destroyed BM uiaciiiutrv of a steamer at 
the Rapids, understood to Le tne Virginia, and 
having killed all tne cattle and plundered all the 
merchandise within reach, started down the river. 
Capt. Sands came upon them under these circum- 
stances, nine miles up the river, in the steamer Chas* 
Morgan, full of armed men, aad captured the::"

Why we have no Thi xukk is Winter —Prof. 
Espy, in his fourth Meteorological Report, thus ex- 
plains why we have lo thunder in the winter: 

If it is asked why we have no thunder in the win- 
ter, though the tops of the storm clouds rise even 
in this season to a region where the air is at least 
considerably charged wiih electricity, perhaps the 
answer may be found in this — that the storm clouds 
in the winter are of great extent, and of course the 
tension of the electricity, being extended over a 
very large surface, is verv feeble; and the substance 
of the cloud being itself framed out of vapor much 
less dense than that of summer clouds, this tension 
may not be able to strike from one particle of the 
cloud to the next adjacent one; no general discharge 
can take place. Besides, even in the winter, during 
a very warm spell of weather, with a high dew point 
for the season, we sometimes have a violent thun- 
der storm from a cloud of verv limited horizontal 
extent, as the thunder clouds always are in the sum- 
mer. Such a cloud is in realitv an insulate 1 pillar 
of hot air, mingled with condensed vapor, haring 
just given out into the air itself its latent caloric, 
causing the air at the top cf this cloud, in manv 
cases, to be 60 degrees warmer at its top than the 
air on the outside at tbcsame.level.

Account of as Almost Unknown CoCCTKT. 
The San Francisco Herald, 5th hue, fcnnou^c-.s ths 
arrival in that city of Mr. P. McD. ColLu-. en Lis 
return from one of the nost interesting ex; If ell 
of modern times, over land, through Kofthisru ii nV 
sia, from St. Petersburg to the Amoor river. The 
journey occupied exactly one year. 

Twelve months ago Mr. Collins left St. Peters- 
burg, traveled from thence to Moscow, by railroad, 
and from thence through Siberia in sledges and tele- 
gas to Che' ah, the capital of tbe rrahe-Baik I | rov- 
ince, situated on the river lngod^l one of the main 
sources of the Amoor, where he waited for the tiieei" 
ing up of the ice in the river, and then, accompanied 
by four Cossack soldiers and by Mr. Fulbehn, the 
Governor of the Russian American Company at 
Ayan, proceeded down to the Amoor, und along the 
river to the Pacific. 

From Mr. Collins we have obtained much inter- 
esting information in relation to the vast region 
through which he traveled, and about which so Little 
is known. He speaks in the highest ternu of ihe 
Russian officials with whom he had intercourse. 
Americans are everywhere hiyhlv regarded bj- the 
Russians, and are always treated v. itu every cour- 
tesy and respect. The party of which Mr. Collins 
formed one were not molested by the 55 madic tribes 
who inhabit a great portion of in-: re ;iou through 
which they traveled. They founl it necessary, 
however, to be cautious in their mtercour-'.: irrth 
them. During his journey, Mr. Collins stopped for 
some time at Kyackta and Miaiuattschiu. These 
towns are located side by side. The tormer is in- 
habited by the Russians, and the Utter by the Chi- 
nese. The boundary line of the two nations runs 
lietween. It is marked only by a heard fence. They 
are boih walled in and fortified. At this point ail 
the legitimate trade of the two countries u carried 
on. 

To Miamattachin, the Chinese convey from the 
interior their teas and other goods on bullocks and 
camels, and to Kyackta the Russians bring their 
commoilities, and in this way the exchange is made. 
Toe trade which centres at this point is estimated to 
amount to over 30,000,000 of roubles per annum. 
While at Kyackta, Mr. Collins essayed to enter the 
Chinese dominions, and proceed to Pekin, which is 
about 850 in les to the south. He joined an embas- 
sador, sent out by the Russian Government to treat 
wiih the Emperor for the purchase of the countrv 
I \ . i : ■ along the Amoor river. 

The whole of this region, according to a treaty- 
made in the reign of the Empress Catharine, belongs 
to the Chinese ; but the Russians are now in posses- 
sion of several portions of it. They are willing to 
acquire it by purchase, but if an overture to that ef- 
fect is reje-cted, they are prepared to take it. Neith- 
er tbe Russian ambassador nor Mr. Collins could 
obtain permission to proceed to Pekin, a .d they 
were both obliged to return. The Russians have 
greater facilities cf obtaining correct views ;u rela- 
tion to matters in China than any other nation in 
the world. There is in Pekin what is termed the 
Russian College. It consists of ten missionaries of 
the Greek Church. These ten missionaries remain 
for ten years, and are then replaced by ten more. 

Duriug the decade of their sojourn, they are not 
permitted to fill any vacancies that may be caused 
by death or any other casualty. They are treated 
in the Chinese capital with great respect, and are 
allowed a guard of honor. Through the agency of 
the college, the Russian Government ontains relia- 
ble information of ever} thing that transpires at the | 
court of his Celestial Majesty. After his unsuccess- 
ful attempt to penetrate through the Chinese terri- j 
tory to Pekin, Mr. Collins proceeded to Chetah, sit- ! 
nated at the headwaters of the Amoor river. The j 
province of which it is the capital is rich in mineral 
resources. It abounds in mines of gold, silver, and 
copper. Tbe gold is found in the river bed and ; 
gulches. There are no quartz mines. The annual : 
yield le estimated at fifty millions of roubles. The I 
silver mines are very rich. 

They are both worked by the convicts transported 
ko Siberia by the Russian government, uud<*r the : 
supervision of military officers. Private pauies are j 
uot permitted to take out the precious metals in this 
section cf ihe country. In other places they are 
allowed to mine under certain restrictions, and are | 
obliged to pay the Government a certain percentage 
upon ail they take out. 



The Swaar Apple.— We have late'y examined 
smie verv superior specimens of this line apple, 
grown by Mr. James Bite. It is but little known 

in this vicinity; it should be more extensively cul- 
tivated, for it has but few peers in its season. In 
favorable seasons, when the fruit remains on the trae 
long enough to attain perfection, it is ■ gocd keeper, 
hence any specimens which are perfect in January 
will generally keep well till May. Like r.ost north- 
j em whiter apples, it is liable to fail heie from p-e- 
' mature ripening, but net more so than other kinds 
not so gooel in quality but better, know n. It is thus 
described by Thomas, in his American Fruit Cultu- 
rlst: "Rather large, roundish, ehghtly flattened at 
the entls, often considerably ablate, tides regular'y 
1 rounded, crown as w ide as base; color t;roenis'.i-yel- 
( low. ' eeeeabej a rial yeB o w , tonetfeaee fa'.utly rus- 
■eted, and eeyaeU blush near the beet when much 

exposed to the sun; stalks rather slender, tbree- 
fourlhi of an inch long; cavity round, moderate, or 
often small; basin small, ever.; fljsh yellow i-h. fine- 
grained, compact, tender, with a very rich, mild, 
aromatic, agi.eab'.e, slightly sub acid flavor; es- 
teemed by many as the finest w inter table apple; 
ripens through the winter ard keeps i';to st ring." 

[ The following is a portion of the letter from our 
Frankfort correspondent, written on S.Uurdav , v\ hich 
was omitted by mistake:] 

Leave was granted to introduce a bill to amend 
the law of registration of births, deaths, and mar- 
rlegei, making the duty less exjiensive to the State, 
and a bill to. impose a tax upoa bachelors for the 
relief poor widovrs and orphans. 

Mr. Debavea also obtained leave to bring in a bill 
c-tabiishing additional voting places in the city Of 
Li ui.-ville. Members ftvm Louisviile had leave to 
brn:g in the following bills of local interest to Lou- 
i v 'lie. A bid to amend the i barter of the Fust 
German Lutheran Church of Louisv ille, a b ll to 
i crease tbe pay of watchmen at the Louisville jail, 
a bill for the benefit of William Ray, of Louisviile, 
and a bill for the benefit of Mary Augusta Camp- 
bell, of Louisville. 

Capt. Pennebaker had leare to bring in a bill to 
amend chapter 47 of the Barked Statutes, and a bill 
to amend chapter 43 of the stime. 

An effort was made to hold two sittings of the 
Legislature each'dav — one at 9 o'clock, A. M., and 
another at 7 o'clock, P. M. It is geuerally under- 
stood tiiat such motions are made by ambitious 
young members from time to time to make capital 
with their constituents, some of whom do not know, 
perhaps, that the great labor of the sess'on is per- 
f.irmed in committee wheu the Legisi.ture is not 
sitting. The House has met heretofore at lU t o'clock, 
A. M. It will meet in future at 9>;j o'clock. 

Mr. Boannan offered a resolution to-day instruct- 
ing the proper committee to inquire into the expe- 
diency of reporting a bill to take the sense of the 
people upon the subject of the removal of the capi- 
tal. Mr. B.'s plan, I believe, is to remove the seat 
of government to Lebanon, in Marion county. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Religion of- 
fered a joint resolution, wnich lies over one day, 
providing that the Legislature shall adjourn sins die 
on the 4th proximo — one day before the time expires 
to which the session has been limited. The resolu- 
tion will be tabled, I presume, as it is generally sup- 
posed the session will lie protracted a fortnight be- 
yond the sixty days prescribed. ELEVE. 

The Mvstkry of the Chinksk Small Feet Ex- 
rUDBD. — lhiough the aid of the missionaries I 
was afforded an opportunity of examining the feet 
of several female children w ho were undergoing the 
orocess of having their feet deformed in the approved 
Chiaeea method. The first was a child of two years 
old. Her penance had just commenced. When the 
bandage of blue cotton was taken oft', I found that 
the great toe had been left untouched, but tbe ether 
four had been forced down under the ball of the 
loot, and closely bound in that position. The chiid 
tjfcerefore walked uj>on the knuckle joints of h r four 
toes. The toes were red and inflamed, and the lig- 
ature caused evident pain, lu the next three chil- 
dren (all of ages advancing at small intervals), the 
preparation was only to the same extent — it v. as 
confined to the four t<>es gradually, however, these 
four toes, yielding to the continual pressure, lost 
their articulations, and their identity as limbs, 
and became amalgamated with the sole of the foot. 
In the eldest of the four, the redness and the in- 
flammation had entirely di*ap|>e;:red, the foot was 
cool and painless, and appeared as though the four 
toes bad been cut off by a knife. The foot was now 
somewhat the shape of a trowel. 

In the fifth fcirl I saw the commencement of tbe 
second operation, a torture under whick sickly chil- 
dren frequently die. The sole of the foot was now 
curved into the shape of a Low, the great toe and 
heel being brought together as near as possible. 
Take a jujube and double it till two points of the 
lozenge nearly meet, and you will see what I mean. 
This is done verv gradually. The bandage is never 
slackened- month bv month it is drawn tighter — 
the foot inflames and swells; but the tender mamma 
perseveres; as the boaee a .d tendons accommodate 
themselves tc the position constrained by the band- 
age, so it is drawn tighter. At last the" ball of the 
natural foot fits into the hollow of the sole; the root 
of the great toe is brought into contact with the 
heel. The foot is a shapeless lump. The instep is 
where the ankle was, und all that is left to go into 
the slipper and tread thw ground is the .ill of the 
great toe an 1 heel. This is the small foot of the Chi- 
nese womau — a bit of toe and a !>it of heel, with a 
mark, like a cicatrice left after a huge cut, running 
up betweeu them. Two of the girls were yet suf- 
fering great pain, and their feet were hot and in- 
flamed, but in the eldest the ope rat ion was complete. 
She had attained to the position of a small-footed 
woman, and her feet were quite cool, had no corns, 
and were not tender to the tench. One of the mam- 
mas, influenced perhaps by a little liberality in tbe 
article of rice money, entrusted me with a Chinese 
mystene de toilette. Sometimes, it seems, when a 
w oman is exjiected to have to do hard work, her toe 
and heel are not drawn so tightly together as to pro- 
duce the true "small foot." To disguise this im- 
perfection, upon her marriage-day she lias recou^e 
to art. A piece of cork, shaped like an inverted su- 
gar-loaf, is strapped on to her foot, and the small 
part goes into her slipper and passes for foot. Thus 
are we poor men deceived!

The Orchard. — Lose no time in resetting the or- 
chard. A young tree should not be planted in the 
same place where an old diseased one has stood, un- 
less the earth is removed, and virgin soil pelted in 
around it. Examine the bark of the apple and pear 
tree, and destroy the eggs of insects ; scrape the 
gum from around the roots of peach trees, and pour 
boiling water into the holes of the worms that nave 
caused the gum. If the soil in the fruit orchard be 
now manured, plowed lightly, and mulched all over 
with leaves or straw, the crop of fruit will be im- 
proved astonishingly next season. If rabbits bark 
voung trees, rub their trunks with soft country soap. 
Plant out orchards of apples, pears, and peaches. 
Select straight, well-formed trees, budded or grafted 
low down. 1'atronize only those nurserymen that 
take up and pack trees with care, and then plant 
them carefully. Young trees are generally planted 
too deep ; the young rootlets want the surtace-soil, 
and not the subsoil. Therefore small trees are safer 
to plant than large ones. In planting out a tree, the 
hole should not be dug as if a post was to be planted. 
The hole should be dug three times as large as the 
roots extend. Fresh surface soil should be filled in 
around the roots, and the tree planted firmly at once; 
it is a bad practice to water the roots at planting; the 
tree will hardly get a firm hold in the ground ; the 
ground should "be moist, but not wet Much of the 
prosperity of the orchard depends upon the first set- 
ting of the trees. — Cotton Planter.

Two bills of cuu. idt rable importance, which origi- 
nated in the House, were rejected by the Senate to- 
day — one limiting the time in which actions may be 
brought and motions made to set aside sales under 
de-»ds and executions, and the other giving ci'cnit 
and chancery courts power to confirm sales of infants' 
* laves, &c. 

The committees to which they had l>een referred 
wer^ discharged from the further consideration of 
the leaves to bring in bills to abolish the quarterly 
courts of the Commonwealth and to form a new 
county from portions of Hopkins, Union, Caldwell, 
and Crittenden counties. 

A joint resolutiou was offered in the Senate to-day 
appropriating t*200 from the State treasury to Dr. 
A. W. Vallandingham, of this city (the Democratic 
candidate for State Librarian), to enable that gentle- 
man to prosecute a suit against the Mayor of Indian- 
apolis for false imprisonment. It is suggested that 
the Doctor has received a sufficient endorsement 
from his State in being nomina'ed for a responsible 
efhee in the gift of the Legislature, and, while I 
think he was very wrongfully imprhoned, I do not 
think that bis wounded honor needs the vindication 
of a $<2o0 appropriation to enable him to prosecute 
his enemies. We have had an almost interminable 
Dred Scott case — and I trugt we are not to have a 
Vallandingham affair of equally drtadful features. 
The resolution lies over until Monday under the rule. 

A great many propositions have been made during 
the present session by m«nbers of both Houses to 
allow worthy and pious cripples to peddle in various 
counties without license. . I view these projects to 
make an excepti n to a general law as exceedingly 
dangerous expedients. If cripples are so worthy 
and deserving, I commend them to the Senators and 
Representatives from their immediate county or dis- 
trict as subjects cf special acts of charity rather than 
as recipients of special acts of legislation. Euough 
money has l«en lost to the State during the present 
session in efforts to obtain these special grant* to 
peddle, to pay the license of even' peddler in the 
Commonwealth who de-ires to peddle, and, to the 
credit of the General Assemby be it said, I believe 
no such grant has yet been made. A bill of that 
description was referred to the Judiciary Committee 
of the Senate to-day. A bill to amend the 864th 
fe:tion of the Civil Code, and a bill to amend the 
450th section of the fame, were each also referred 
to the appropriate committee in the Senate to-dav. 

Senator Sudduth introduced a resolution to-day 
calling upon the Auditor for information in regard 
to the geological survey of the State, which will 
have the effect, I hope, to elicit important informa- 
tion from that department , which will have a tenden- 
cy to quiet the fears of certain squeamish individuals 
who are ignorant of the importance of an enterprise 
which costs the State but ten or twelve thousand dol- 
lars a year, but which will be of untold advantage 
in the development of the immense mineral resources 
of our territory. In the same connection Mr. Har- 
dy, in the House, asked leave to-day to report a bi'l 
to repeal the law appropriating $10,000 a year for 
two years for a geological survey of the State. 

The bill incorporating the Pre'ichers' Aid Society 
of the Louisville Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South, passed the Senate to-day, and, having passed 
the House, will now become a law. 

The bill to repeal the act creating the Normal 
School has been made the stecial order of the day 
for Thursday next in the Senate and for Monday 
next in the House. There is little doubt that the 
law will be repealed, and each house seems to be 
jealous of the other in the work of destruction. 

Saturdav being the regular day «et apart in the 
House lor the call of the counties, ^rhich embraces 
motions, resolutions, and reports of special commit- 
tees little else was accomplished in that body to-day.

Trial of John 11. R<«i;kktsox\ at Rochester, 
Chargeo with timrronio Drstkuy the Life 
ok his Wife. — This triil w*s fairly commenced on 
Tuesday. The iury was completed, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney opened the case in the afternoon.

Mrl B 'bertscn e-an swear to or coutradict, as the 
facts may l>e. That defendant anil witness went to 
Auburn together, to see the prisoner Biegler, and on 
Iki m back the proration of a slov death for 
Mrs. R. »a., anaad. 

The praaoaal of defendant to witness was that he 
■boald adaUaiatar to Mrs. R. such medicines as 
would Gradually put her cut of the wav. This wit- 
atM objected to, and defendant offered terms. 

We quote from the I'nion's tepwrt: 

He said he wanted aa net ive violence, but all he 
wanted me to do was to "furnish him medicines that 
wouM gradually increase the diseases that linger 
about Mrs. R." He gave me assurances of safetv 
at that time. He wanted me to tell Mrs. R. that 
father said that she mu-t live on strong diet— hat 
she must drink ale. He said he wanteuto have mc 
give her medicines which would cause cange>tion. 
ami finally apoplexy. He asked me if I heard fath- 
er say that she might live on a strong diet. I told 
him no. He said that he had told me he did not 
know as he couid Haiti in paying my Instalments 
but that he could do so if I served him in this. He 
said he would aid me in obtaining a pardon for mv 
father — that he had men in Buffalo w hom he owned, 
and others here, and some in Albany — t >at they 
couli pull the cords pretty tight around Judge Clin- 
ton ana the jury, to get an expression from them in 
my father's l<ehalf. He said three men in Buff ib 
would move 9 cf the 12 jurors. 



HORRIBLE MURDER AT POOLVILLE, N. Y. 
[From the Unci Tel-.grapU; Jan. IA] 

Hamilton, N. Y., Jan. 12, 1858. 

A tragedy unequalled in the annals of crime oc- 
curred at Thompson's Mills, abofkt live miles south- 
east of Hamilton village, on Sunday night. Jared 
Coinsiock and Clarissa, his wife, were brutally mur- 
'1 -' ■! by their own sou, Wni. Comstock. The mur- 
dered w*a- arrested. He is 37 years old, abont 5 
feet 7 inches in height. His clothing was l>esmeared 
with blood when found. He always resided with 
his parents in this towu and is unmarried. He has 
l>een drinkiag tmrd for teme time, and is evidently 
lalwring under the effect of mania a potu. 

He couver.-ed calmly in relation to the aw ful 
deed, manifesting no concern for himself, speaking 
of the manner in which he deprived his parents of 
life, as if he had been butenermg hogs. He says, 
for about four cr five days something seemed to tell 
him he must have a number of hearts; this was re- 
peated to him many timed during the day; he seem- 
ed t<> live ia SUerburne, and a wire came over the 
hill, connecting with tbe room, telling him he must 
have a numl>er e>f hearts; some one who lived in 
Sherburne seemed to telegraph for them. "1'hred 
or four days ago I attempted to kill my father anel 
get his heart. Yesterday I went again, placed an 
axe in the room, intending if I could find my bro- 
ther and his wife sitting duwn to kill them both at 
once. It .'eemed as if I must have both their hearts, 
but I did not find them so situated. About dark I 
went over to my father's and found him and my 
mvthtr sitting; she was sewing. I immediately 
struck her w ith a skdlet on the head, and broke it. 
I then truck my father over the head three or four 
times w ith the remains of the skillet, aud attempt- 
e '. 1 1 ^et the axe. After knocking my father down, 
I Lot the axe and cut out their hearts, and put them 
la taa atara and burned them. The voice seemed 
t > e'l me that the hearts must be burned. Aftsr 
t'.e deed, I w«shed my hands, and, after remaining 
in the \ ouse a short time, left and went down to A. 
Gustir 

When I arrived I found my brother and his wife 
there H*Waa;. I told them I had some fresh meat 
up to father a. After remaining a short time I went 
down to the house of Harmon Gusting, and te>ld 
them to get me a quart of cider and l>ottle, and after 
obtaining it left for mv father's house without men- 
tioning anything coueeming the deed. O" arriving 
1 lav Sown upon the lounge, near my father and 
mother, and slept for some time — until near morn- 
ii\_-. i ».t awaking I left the house and met several 
persons coming toward it. I do not recollect who I 
pad i:.t' rmed of the deed previous to this. A* they 
approached me some on« said *'here is Bill." This 
■rat il" U" t ight ro'.is west of my father's. Thev 
a-ked me what I had '.*en doing. I toid them it 
was none of their business. Part of the company 
h»M me wcile a couple of them went to the house, 
and afterwards they took me to Potter's, where I 
wa« arrested. 

During the night after the deed I attempted to 
and my own life and thus close the trairedy. I af- 
terwards went to my brother's house to kill him anel 
his wife. I kicked the pannels of the door in, but 
they hnd genie away.

Utah Nkws *f Wav ok California.— Mr. Bell 
left Salt L ike City on the 8th of November, and, 
after two day»' traevling, short stages, encamped 
for a day or two. While encamped an express ar- 
rived from the city, who informed them that Colonel 
Johnsou had arrived at Ham's Fork and taken the 
command: that communications, short but expres- 
sive, had passed between the Colonel and Governor 
Young, the result of which was that Colouel John- 
son ordered his command to be readv the next 
morning for an advance on Salt Lake City, where 
he intended to winter. Ham's Fork is about a hun- 
dred miles from the city. The Mormons are sta- 
tioned at Echo Canon, about riftv miles from the 
city, through which the troops must pass. A col- 
lision, therefore, was inevitable, as the Mormons 
were iu great numbers and were being rapidlv rein- 
forced. A march of two or three days would bring 
the troops in front of their opponents. 

The rumor we alluded to in our last respecting 
the burning of a number of wagons, has been con- 
firmed by Mr. Bell. The wagans were the propertv 
of the government contractors, and seventy-six e>f 
thom were burned. A body of armed mounted men 
came at night to the camp, told the wagon- master 
what they intended to do, gave him time to awake 
his men and remove their baggage and bedding: 
told him to select a wagon to take his party back 
to the States, which he did, and they then set tire 
to the whole train, burning up seventv-six wagons. 
The cattle were driven into Salt Lake Citv. 

With regard to the Indians east of Salt" Lake it is 
more than probable that Colonel Johnson has propi- 
tiated them, and they will be found if not on the 
side of the government, at least neutral. 

In case of insistence to the troops there are is ev- 
en- reason for the contidenco that Colonel Johnson 
will force the passage of the canon, and make good 
his advance on the city. 

The force of the Mormons has been greatly over- 
estimated — almost every man has been enrolled. 
In passing through the "settlements, Mr. Bell found 
that the men generally had been called out to the 
mountains, and yet the whole force fell tar short of 
ten thousaud men. 

The winter had set in with severity. In the city
